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Hallet Abend 
Lauds Chinese 
Missionaries 


South Bend, Ind.—aA tribute to 
the work of the Catholic missionar- 
ies in China was voiced by Hal- 
lett Abend, for 16 years Chief 


Far Eastern Correspondent for 
the New York Times, in an inter- 
view following a recent lecture 
here under the auspices of the Ac- 
quinas Lecture Series, in coopera- 
tion with the University of Notre 
Dame. 

Mr. Abend, who is a Protestant, 
said that the more than 2,500,000 
Chinese Catholics testify to the 
fine work of several thousand Cath- 
olic missionaries, among them 
many Americans, in China. There 
are also 8,000 Protestant mission- 
aries in China and about 1,000,000 
Protestant Chinese, he added. 

Charging that the Chinese Com- 
munists have always been controll- 
ec by Moscow, Mr. Abend stated 
that Soviet interference in China 
is part of Soviet Russia’s attempt 


to dominate the world. He added | 


that the overwhelming majority of | 
the Chinese people do not want | 
Communism, but neither did they | 


want the present Chiang-Kai-Shek 
Government which is corrupt and 
inefficient. 

Mr. Abend dwelt at clarifying 
length on Soviet Russia’s attempt 
to control all of China, which he 
showed has been going on for more 
than two decades. He scathingly 
condemned the concessions made to 
Russia at the Yalta conferences— 
conferences all made at China’s ex- 
pense and without China’s knowl- 
edge or consent. 

“We tried before to get along 
with several. one-party tyrannies 
which denied theisx own peoples 
freedom of speech, freedom of re- 
ligion, freedom of press and free- 
dom of assembly,” he said. “It did 
not work in the cases of Germany, 
Japan or Italy. It will not work 
in the case of Soviet Russia. 

“Soviet Russia is a terroristic 
state, an expansionist and aggres- 
sive state on the march. Unless 
Stalin dies or retires, and the 
Soviet gain a new leadership, con- 
flict is inevitable. Appeasement 
never in history has brought any 
nation either honor or safety.”

Father Keller 


From the Logansport Pharos-Tribune 


Logansport residents of all re- 
ligious beliefs were saddened by 
the unexpected death Wednesday, 
March 10, of the beloved pastor 
of the local St. Bridget Catholic 
Church, the Rev. Father Nicholas 
A. Keller. 

It is only natural that the mem- 
bers of his parish, to whom he 
had given spiritual guidance for 
almost a quarter of a century, 
should feel the loss most keenly 
and to them goes the city’s heart- 
felt sympathy. 

The death of Father Keller end- 
ed an abundantly useful life which 
was completely selfless in its ser- 
vice to the Church. Few people 
realize the sacrifices that a priest 
is required to make. While most 
people have their own families to 
whom they may devote their inter- 
ests and with whom they may 
share their joys and disappoint- 
ments, Father Keller, like other 
priests, devoted his entire interest 
to the members of his parish. They 
were his family, and he maintain- 
ed a guiding influence over them 
and over others with whom he 
came in contact which can scarce- 
ly be measured. 

His religious life was beyond reproach and in his great modesty 
and humbleness he showed himself to be a true servant. It is note- 
worthy that Father Keller was one of three brothers who devoted 
their lives to the Church. One of them, Father John Keller, preceded 
him in death. The other, Father Otto Keller, is pastor of St. Bavo 
Church at Mishawaka. 


Father Keller was especially beloved by the children of his 
parish, in whom he showed great interest. He encouraged younger 
children particularly to participate in athletic activities. He was 
interested in their physical well-being as well as their spiritual and 
mental development. 

Father Keller is dead but the precepts that he taught and prac- 
tised live on in the minds and hearts of his parishioners.

Champaign, Ill., March 22.—In 
the ninth grade at Champaign Jun- 
ior High School the students in 
Miss Mae Chapin’s Protestant class 
were reviewing the life of Paul the 


Apostle, while in another room Fa-| 


ther. Render’s Catholic students, 
pursuing the lives of the Saints, 
had made a beachhead in Moslem 
Africa, with St. Louis, Crusader 
King of France. At Columbia Ele- 
mentary School, the Protestant lay 
teacher and her fifth-grade class 
were in the midst of the second 
Book of Samuel and its engrossing 
tale of the relations between Saul 
and the giant-killer, David. 


Then the decision came. Jimmy 
Pickens, one of the pupils at Co- 
lumbia, went home and expressed 
himself in the terms of a boy of 
eleven. He was “sore” at the 
United States Supreme Court. 
“Why did they have to do it,” he 
said, “just when the story was 
getting good?” 


McCollum Children 
In Sunday School 


Champaign, Ill., March 22.— 
(NC)—Mrs. Vashti McCollum, 
self-styled atheist who fought 
for two-and-a-half years 
through three courts to have re- 
leased-time religion classes tak- 
en out of the Champaign public 
schools, sends her two youngest 
children regularly to a_ local 
Unitarian Sunday school, she 
told an N.C.W.C, News Service 
reporter. 


His mother, Mrs. Glen Pickens, 
who is president of the PTA group 
at her son’s school, answered him: 
“It’s a shame, son, and I myself 
can’t see why they did put the re- 
ligion classes out of the schools. 
But that’s the way they ruled and 
they know the law best.” 


There you have, possibly over- 
simplified but still essentially close 
to the mark, this community’s re- 
action to the recent U. S. Supreme 
court decision outlawing its re- 
leased-time religious education 
system in the public schools. In 
talks with dozens of Champaign 
parents, educators, city officials, 
ex-Gl’s etc., I found that their re- 
sponses added up to the following: 


1) Disappointment on the part 
of the school children at the ter- 
mination (officially, on Wednesday 
of Holy Week) of a type of in- 
struction which they had come to 
enjoy. Religion class attendance 
had grown steadily from an orig- 
inal total of about 150 to the 1948 
figure of more than 1,000 pupils 
out of the overall fourth-to-ninth 

rade population of about 1,700. 
There seemed to be no doubt that 
the children liked the plan. 


2) A feeling of regret that a 
thing which was “of value to the 
community,” or which was “at 
least a step in the right direction,” 
or which “helped some, harmed no- 
body” would have to be discarded. 
A number of persons tempered 
their dismay with the observation 
that the ruling might be a good 
thing, in that it would waken par- 
ents to their responsibilities in the 
religious education of their off- 
spring. 

3) A practically unanimous vote 
of confidence in the high court of 
the land, with the seeming view it 
did the only thing possible for it 
to do in the case. It was apparent 
that among the Champaign citizen- 
ry the t word of eight Supreme 
Court justices may not quite carry 
the ght of a Scripture text, but 
is at least as solid as, say, the fine 

rint on the American dollar. The 
cCollum decison did nothing to 


shake the monolithic loyalty of 
these people to our Supreme Court. 
There were other views, notable 
but less generally held, Those who 
had thought about it seemed per- 
plexed over the verdict’s meaning 
for other forms of religious teach- 
‘ing in the public schools. A few 
Champaign residents reduced the 
whole thing to the personal plane, 
and blasted away verbally at Mrs. 
Vashti McCollum, self-styled athe- 
ist wife of a University of Illinois 
‘professor, triumphant objector to 
'the Champaign  Released-Time 
Plan. 
| As for that now-famous lady, 
| she said in a statement to the press 
here that the Sup”eme Court’s ver- 
dict favoring he’ had “fortified the 
principle of separation of Church 
and State.” She said further that 
“it is the obligatio.. of all who 
cherish democracy to fight any at- 
tacks upon this principle.” 


But when I talked with her, she 
seemed a trifle fuzzy about the 
“principle” she wanted us all to 
fight for. I asked her if she 
thought the employment of chap- 
lains by the armed forces and by 
the two houses of Congress was 
unconstitutional as a violation of} 
the separation principle. 


“Well,” she answered, “I don’t | 
think the Constitution is particu- 
larly clear in one way or another 
on that. I certainly would not 
oppose the use of chaplains in the 
armed forces, especially in times 
of stress, in view of the solace and | 
comfort they give to some persons. | 
I do think many of our public 
practices are unconstitutional and| 
unwise, but. I would not put either | 
in that category.” 

Mrs. McCollum wanted to correct 
a misapprehension. “Il am not on) 
an all-out bent against religion,’| 
she said, and told me that her two) 
youngest children, ages 10 and 8,' 
attended a Unitarian Sunday schoo! 
regularly, even though she doesn't | 
go to church herself. James Terry, 
12, her other child and the central | 
figure in all the litigation, has been’!

father since February, 1947. He 
will go to University High School 
in Champaign next fall. | 

Mrs. McCollum said she would| 
not protest a released-time plan} 
under which all children are dis-| 
missed from school early one day) 
a week, regardless of whether they| 
go to any one of the religion classes | 
or none. The instruction must be| 
given off school property. “But,’”| 
she interjected, “less than 25 per’ 
cent of a child’s waking hours are 
spent in school, and I don’t see why | 
that school time, little as it is, | 
is needed for religious education.” 

She said that she did not con- 
sider the active support of several| 
religious groups, such as the| 
American Unitarian Association, | 
the General Conference of Sev-' 
enth Day Adventists, and the Syna-| 
gogue Council of America, a “cru-'| 
cial” factor in winning her case,| 
but said that “the very fact that’ 
those briefs were there contradicted | 
Mr. Franklin (the Champaign 
School Board attorney) at the Su-

When I asked her if she credited 
a current trend in American life 
toward a secularistic and material- 
istic culture and away from Chris- 
tianity with some influence in the 
high court’s action, she gave me 
a spirited, though good-natured, 
rebuke. 


“You Roman Catholics are the 
only group I know of who talk that 
way,” she declared. “Your papers— 
Our Sunday Visitor, I have several! 
copies of it here—are continually 
hammering away at the idea that 
an evil secularism is taking over 
America. I don’t agree with that 
point of view and I don’t know 
many others who do. It’s typica) 
of Roman Catholics to say that, but 
nobody else seriously believes 
them.” 

“T believe that the statistics show 
that more than half of our Ameri- 
cans do not go to church, but on 
the other Hand powerfu! pressures 


on our publie life by organized re- 
ligious groups. Who builds the 
pressures for secularism? Why, 
when I started my fight only my 
father, myself and two or three 
other people in town were On my 
side!” 

The Catholic population of 
Champaign is small, about 2,000 
in Holy Cross parish and less than 
that many in St. Mary’s. Approxi- 
mately 550 pupils are enrolled in 
the two parochial schools. There 
is no Catholic high school in Cham- 
paign or Urbana, but a system 
of weekly evening religion classes 
for the Catholic students of the 
public high schools has been long 
established. About 65 Catholic 
children had been receiving in- 
struction under the released-time 
plan, but 30 of these were ninth- 
graders who will now simply go to 
the evening classes for the high 
school students. 


The local priests discounted the 
idea that the court decision would 
bring a sizeable number of Prot- 
estant children into the parochial 
schools. A youthful ex-GI cab- 
driver with + child nearing school 
age had said to me, in a most em- 
phatic tone, “You know, if that 
woman keeps on driving religion 
out of the public schools, I’m going 
to send my kid to the Catholic 
school. And I’m a Protestant!” 


The Rev. J. G. Kaiser, a Missouri 
Synod Lutheran minister, com- 
mented: “I don’t think the decision 
will lead to a great movement to- 
ward parochial schools in the Prot- 
estant churches. I don’t know if 
the Protestants are ready to make 
the sacrificés which a parochial 
school means, the sacrifices which 
you Catholics and many of our 
Lutherans know about. But I do 
think it will focus the attention of 


'the people onto the great need for

Portland, Oregon, To 
Have New Catholic 
Maritime Club 


Portland, Ore., March 22.—(NC) 
—Plans for a new Catholic Mari- 
time Club of Portland have been 
announced by Archbishop Edward.

Young Christian Workers have set 
up a sitter service with low rates 
and a true sense of service for 
couples in the Christian Family 
Movement. 

Each member sits a minimum of 
one night a month and whatever 
she is paid goes into the YCW 
Center Fund. (The new center 
was opened recently with rooms 
for meetings, offices, and parties). 
This center is also available to 
family groups and thus the small 
amount (twenty-five cents an hour) 
family couples pay for the YCW 
sitter service comes back to them 
in the form of improved center 
facilities. 

A special aim of the sitter ser- 
vice is to encourage active com- 
munity recreation. This is done 
by making a special effort to al- 
ways serve those families which 
are promoting organized recreation 
—as square dances, card parties, 
potlucks, little theatre productions 
—within communities and par- 
ishes. 

The service directly assists the 
family movement by making it 
possible for husbands and wives 
to attend meetings together, and 
the working girls who are giving 
their time are gaining valuable 
experience caring for children, a 
eareer to which most of them look 
forward themselves. 

It is hoped as the service ex- 
pands that couples outside the 
movement will be furnished with 


low cost, experienced sitters.

In my position, I have frequently 
been asked the old canard “Why do 
the Catholics get all the news 
space?” I always answer that in 
Los Angeles, at least, they don’t, 
but that the decision in the Los 
Angeles metropolitan papers rests 
on whether or not a story is news. 
Therefore, if we get more space 
than the Methodists, or the Cath- 
olics more than the Baptists, it is 
because we do more newsworthy 
things. 
All of this applies, of course, 
only to the area with which I am 
acquainted, and only to the general 
news columns. The “church page” 
is obviously a different matter. 
Catholic “control of the press,” at 
least in Los Angeles, is nonsense. 
They just work harder than any- 
one else except the Episcopalians.

| Montpelier 


While serving the people at Montpelier Father Noll had 
two rather extraordinary experiences at sick calls. A Miss 
Kerwin was stricken with a ruptured appendix while work- 
ing in an office in Muncie. She was hurried to the home of 
her parents at Montpelier, and Dr. Duemling, a physician 


| of Fort Wayne, was summoned to attend her. At the same 
| time Father Noll, at Hartford City, received a telephone call 


' to hurry to Montpelier to administer the last Rites to this 
young lady. The physician and the priest arrived at about 
the same time, and the operation was hurriedly performed 

As 

soon as the incision was made pus, in great quantity, spurted 

into the air. That was long before we had sulpha drugs or 


penicillin, and the physician told the priest that he had bet- 


ter administer the last Rites at once because there was no 
hope for her, 


After hearing the lady’s confession the priest told her 
to accept the inevitable calmly and with resignation to God’s 
will, but he assured her that while the physician confessed 
that he could not help her, Almighty God could, and possibly 
would, if she and her parents would make the promises that 
the priest was ready to propose. Mr. Kerwin was not prac- 
ticing his religion and Mrs. Kerwin was not a Catholic, al- 
though very well disposed towards the Church. He asked 
the young lady to request both parents to grant her a 
special favor. She asked her father whether he would not 
begin again to practice his faith regularly and seriously, 
and petitioned her mother to take a course of instructions 
to see if she could not believe in the Catholic religion, and 
to embrace the faith if she could conscientiously do so. Both 
parents cheerfully agreed to respond to the daughter’s re- 
quest. 

This was on Saturday. On Sunday morning Father Noll 
came from Hartford City to say the ten o’clock Mass, and 
immediately after the Mass the brother of the girl came to 
the sacristry to ask the priest whether he would not come 
over to their house for dinner. Father Noll told him he 
thought it was the wrong time, since his sister was so seri- 
ously ill. “But,” said the young man, “it is my sister who 
asked me to bring you to our home for dinner.” Father Noll, 
therefore, consented to go, and as soon as he approached the 
young lady, she said: “I am going to get well, but the doctor 
iS not doing it.” Then’she related the promise that her 
Parents had made to her, and her confidence that she would 
recover rapidly, 

lt so eventuated. About a month later Father Noll 
chanced to meet Dr. Duemling on an interurban car running 
from Muncie to Fort Wayne, end immediately the doctor told 
the priest that he could not understand the recovery of the 
girl. He said: “She did not have one chance in a million to get 
Well at all, yet alone so rapidly.” 

Too often we petition Almighty God for favors, but we 
do not offer Him anything by way of reciprocity. It is easy 
for God to grant any favor whatsoever, and His rule is not 
to be outdone in generosity. Therefore if we earnestly desire 
to get what we ask we should be just as ready to give. 

___ The other sick call was to an old non-Catholic lady who 
insisted that she was possessed by the devil.

began to follow my instruction and said about ten times a 
minute, facing what she believed to be the company of 
devils, ‘you are liars, you are liars.’ 


“I reminded her that the devil fell through pride and 
because he would not like that kind of treatment from her 
he would probably soon cease to molest her. 


“Of course, I could have done nothing for her if I had 
told her that she herself was deceived, that she was not see- 
ing devils. The old lady soon became composed, and, after 
blessing her, I returned to Hartford City. You can imagine 
my surprise when, about nine o’clock that night, her daughter 
brought her, via interurban, to see me again. The lady told 
me that her mother insisted on getting out of bed and 
coming to see me; that I had helped her, but that after an 
interval, during which she was unmolested,:the same dis- 
turbances returned. 


“IT assured the daughter that everything would now rest 
with her mother. If she carried out my instructions she 
would at least become rid of her obsessions, that it was not 
my person, but the carrying out of my instructions, that 
would help.” 

“Some weeks later I was informed that the good old 
lady had passed away, and, I hope, was greeted by angels 
instead of devils at her demise.” 

Father Noll was invited, on one occasion, to deliver the 
public high school Commencement Address at Montpelier. A 
delegation of students called on him at Hartford City to 
apprise him that a vote among the graduates favored his 
selection to deliver the Commencement Address, which was 
to be held in the Methodist church. The priest agreed to de- 
liver the address, but thought that the Exercises should be 
held at the Opera House or some other public building rather 
than in any denominational church, not only because the 
graduating class contained students of many denominations, 
and some belonging to no religion at all, but because a Com- 
mencement Exercise should be regarded as a civic affair and 
be held in some neutral auditorium. The students returned to 
the principal of the school with that message, only to learn 
that during the previous month the Opera House had been 
condemned as unsafe for a crowded audience. 

Returning with this report to Father Noll at Hartford 
City, the priest offered this compromise: “Let the Exercises, 
then, be held at the Methodist church, but let it be a patriotic 
affair,” with the band music and hymns patriotic. This was 


agreed on, and, according to the comment of the people after 
that Commencement, it was regarded as the best and most 


satisfactory affair held in the little city. 

This must have been noised abroad also because the 
following spring Father Noll was asked to deliver the Com- 
mencement Address at Poneto, north of Montpelier, where he 
was not aware that any Catholics lived. This also had to take 
place in a church, because there was no other public audi- 
torium available. The church happened to be the “Friends’ 
Church,” whose minister was a woman. The appearance of 
the priest there drew out more than a capacity crowd. It 
gave the priest an opportunity to explain the Catholic posi- 
tion on education, and, incidentally, to remove many wrong 
impressions which people with no Catholic contacts enter- 
tain about the Catholic Church generally. 

Acting on the theory that “the truth can be preached 
anywhere,” Father Noll never failed to accept invitations: to 
speak when the occasion offered an opportunity te make the 
Catholic Church better known, and to remove, or at least to 
soften, inherited prejudices. The chief barrier to the truth 
is prejudice, which means a “pre-judgment,” and when the 
Catholic Church is concerned a judgment which is not at all 
based on facts. People always become disposed to learn 
more about an institution which they are forced to admit 
they have misunderstood. 

It will have been noted, even from the story of his life 
up to this point, that Father Noll always felt that he could 
render a great service to non-Catholics and to his country 
by exposing religious frauds, and by removing the barriers 
to community, or even national, unity. Many people who are 
literally steeped in prejudice would become disposed to 
embrace the Catholic faith if they were approached with 
charity and kindness, and if the Catholic Church were given 
a chance to speak for herself. 

Unfortunately the priest has not the same opportunity 
of doing this as the Catholic layman has, and that is why 
every Catholic should be an apostle, represent his Chureh 
creditably before his neighbors and the people among whom

Canada To Bar 
Reds From U.S. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 22—(NC) 
—Canada has announced that it 
will bar entry of known Commun- 
ists from the United States and, 
at the same time, told foreign na- 
tionals from areas within the Rus- 
sian orbit that they did not have 
to register with any government 
outside Canada unless they want 
0. ‘ 


Canadian officials made the an- 
nouncement to nationals of coun- 
tries behind the iron curtain after 
the second call in a few months, 
through the Russian Embassy, for 
such nationals to register. This 
latest directive calls upon Lithu- 
anian nationals who were natives 
of the Lithuanian USSR to regis- 
ter as Soviet citizens. The previ- 
ous call was for Polish nationals 
to register with their legation. 


Canadian officials have voiced 
displeasure on both occasions. 

Louis St. Laurent, Minister of 
External Affairs for Canada, an- 
nounced before the House of Com- 
mons that Communists from the 
United States would be denied en- 
try to Canada. 

Existing laws under the Immi- 
gration Act will be strictly en- 
forced against known Communists 
“believed to be coming.to Canada 
for the purpose of exercising here 
activities which under the Taft- 
Hartley Act they can no longer 
exercise in the United States,” 
Mr. St. Laurent declared. 


Tito Court Sentences 
Orthodox Bishop To 
11 Years In Prison 


Berne, Switzerland, March 22.— 
(NC)—Greek Orthodox Bishop 
Vojislav Nastich of the Diocese of 


Saraievo and Bosnia in Yugosla- 
via has been sentenced to 11 years 
in prison by a Yugoslav “people’s 
court” for activities allegedly de- 
trimental to Yugoslav government, 
according to reports reaching here. 

The American-born Bishop, de- 
scribed as a native of Gary, Ind., 
has been confined in a prison in 
Sarajevo, Yugoslavia, where he 
stood trial, the reports state. 

According to underground re- 
ports reaching here the court was 
cleared on one occasion of an audi- 
ence which cheered the defendant. 
Reports also stated that the Bish- 
op was not permitted a final de- 
fense plea lest it “arouse new ter- 
rorism.”
